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HAS WASHOE AN IRREPRESSIBLE 
CONFLICT? . 

It must be apparent to all that if 
the Republican party expects to elect 
its ticket in this county this Fall, all 
who naturally iocline to its side must 
be drawn in together, and all factions 
united in one compact body. It is 
time to consider this matter more se- 
rigisiy~than beretofofe, and learn 


what obstacles stand in the way, and

Probably the only elements that are 
not willing to be harmonized are the 
two factions that have warred to- 
gether for years, known as the Board- 
man and Powning rings ar factions.

be concessions necessary on both 
sides that will be disagreeable, and 
that personally each would better en- 
joy agallant struggle, but there are 
otber besides personal considerations 
binding upon men who engage in pol- 
itics.

Powning is young, and 
can well afford to serve another four 
years before asking for a higher office, 
and his friends are doing himan in- 
jury by urging his Congressional am- 
bitions. He would encounter a great 
deal of opposition, and perhaps inter- 
fere with Washoe coGnty, getting any 
State representation: In a contest 
for the Senate he would encounter no 
new elements of opposition, and if he 
is as strong a man as his friends 
claim, he will enjoy a healthy growth, 
and come out well fitted for a hard 
fight for a national office.. - -
